(xvi)  Plaints,  memorandum  of  appeal,  all  types  of  petitions  and 
applications,  memorandum  of  appearance  and  vakalatnamas  filed  by  the 
State  Government  or  y-ts  lawyers  before  any  court,  tribunal  or  other 
authoiity  . 

— The  Andhra  Pradesh  Court  fens 
and  suits  valuations  (Amendment)  ordinance , 1992.  is  hereby 
repeated.

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STATEMENT  OF  OBJECTS  AND  REASONS 

In  view  of  the  rapid  inflation  in 
the  recent  past  and  reduction  in  value 

of  rupee,  it  is  proposed  to  enhance  the 
fee  for  attestation  of  documents  intended 
to  be  used  outside  India  from  Re-  1/-  to 
Rs.  50/-  per  original  certificate  under 
article  10(g)  of  Schedule  II  of  Andhra 
Pradesh  Fees  and  Suits  Valuation  Act/ 
1956.  * 

Further  the  Government  is  receiving 
about  70-80  certificate  through  25-30 
applications  every  day-  If  the  fee  is'^ 
increased  for  each  certificate  for  attes- 
tation of  documents,  the  submission  of 
unnecessary  certificates  for  attestation 
can  be  reduced  arid  revenue  will  be 
increased  to  the  exheguer  from  Re-  1/- 
to  Rs.  50/- - 


Government  have,  therefore  decided 
to  amend  article  10(g)  of  Schedule-II of 
the  Andhra  Pradesh  Court  Fees  and  Suits 
Valuation  Act,  1956',  enhancing  the  fees 
of  attestation  of  private  documents 
intended  to  be  used  out^Ade  India  from 
Re.  1/-  to  Rs  - 50/-  as  recommended  by 

the  Inspector  General  of  Registration 
and  Stamps  of  Andhra  Prade3h,  accepted 
by  the  Registrar,  High  Court  of  Andhra^ 
Pradesh  and  also  as  agreed  by  the  Mini-' 
stry  of  Home  Affairs,  Government  of 
India,  New  Delhi. 

The  Bill  seeks  to  give  effect  to  the/ 
above  decision.

2.  In  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Court  Fees  and  Suits 
Valuation  Act,  1956,  after  section  66,  the  following  new 
section  shall  be  inserted,  namely:- 


“Refund  of  66-A.  Where  the  Court  refers  the  parties  to 

fee. the  suit  to  any  one  of  the  mode  of  settlement 

of  dispute  referred  to  in  section  89  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
procedure,  1 908  the  plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  a certificate 
from  the  Court  authorizing  him  to  receive  back  from  the 
Collector,  the  full  amount  of  the  fee  paid  in  respect  of  such 
plaint.”. 

3.  The  Andhra  Pradesh  Court  Fees  and  Suits 
valuation  (Amendment)  Ordinance,  2005  is  here  by 
repealed.
